BECAUSE WHY? 
In conversation with a veteran standard bred horse- 


man in Lindsay on Sunday, it was learned that the respon- 
sible authorities had refused to renew his license to drive 
in harness races because - - . And that’s the point wees 
wasn’t clear. Was it that they considered him too old? 
_.. He had just turned 75 and looked and acted like a 
man several years younger . - - Was it because the people 
who decide these things were just going “by the book 
without taking into consideration all the other factors 
which might enter into the case? ..« 

The man we have reference to is Mr, Alex. Forrest, 
a horseman who has been raising and racing horses since 
he was a lad. Anyone who has had any contact with him 
knows he is a competent trainer and handler and that he 
can hold his own on the track. Why deprive a person, 
whose heart is so close to the business, of the right to 
drive a race horse for some obscure reason, especially when 
that individual appears to be every bit as competent to 
handle horses as he ever was? .. . Shouldn't he be the one 
to decide when he wants to stop driving them? . . . Have 
we reached that point in the deterioration of our demo- 
cratic rights that privileges can be denied to a citizen 
without providing adequate reason — & reason which 
would be considered reasonable by all concerned? Surely 
political considerations wouldn't enter into a thing like 
this... or would they?

MR. PICKERSGILL PICKS HIS WAY 

The Glassco Commission recommends that the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation operate subject to direc- 
tions from a minister of the Crown or the cabinet. The 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation has been out of hand 
for quite a while and there is no indication that the di- 
rectors have it under control. The extravagance of man- 
agement is appalling. 

No organization supported by public funds should 
be a law unto itself. It should be ‘under some control of 
government. But politiclans scare easily. Neither Dr. 
McCann nor Mr. Nowlan ever successfully directed the 
CBC and perphaps didn’t want to. An attempt to direct 
it one time was considered as an attack on “the integrity 
of the news”. Perhaps it was. But the remedy lay not 
in defying Dr. McCann but in airing the whole situation 
so that the public could know. 

Every disseminator of opinions and news must have 
a boss. . If the-editor isn’t both the publisher and owner 
in the newspaper world, he is subject ultimately to ad- 
monitions, directions and possibly dismissal by the 
owner. 

The owner of the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
is the taxpayer. Should the taxpayer be defied and told 
that if is rone of his business what the CBC does, or why? 

Mr. Pickersgill is wrong in following, as he announces 
he will, the policy of his immediate predecessor, Mr. 
Nowlan, or of Mr. Nowlan’s predecessor, Dr. McCann, 
who once had his fingers rapped, possibly because he in- 
terfered at the wrong moment and on the wrong point.

add rosemary. Stir and cook! 
over medium heat until thick. 
Add cheese and stir until 
cheese is melted. 


Place the meat cubes on 
the ends of long-handled bar- 
becue forks or use pointed, 
thin green branches.

The Vatican radio report says Pope John died at 
2:49 p.m., Hastern Daylight Time. 
The Pope became ill for the first time in his reign 


on November 27th. 


He was bedridden and the ail- 


ment was described as stomach trouble and anemia. 
Early in May there were reports that the Pope was 


suffering from cancer but the Vatican would neither 
confirm or deny the reports. Then on May 28rd he 
made his last public appearance to bless a crowd in St. 
Peter’s Square. From then on the Pope’s pain increas- 
ed and complications set in. He hovered for days be- 
tween life and death until his agony finally ended. 

The time of death was 7 


7:49 p.m., Rome time. 


The death announcement was made in the Vatican 
Press Room by Georgio Luigi Bernucci of the Vatican 
City newpaper, “Observatore Romano.” 

The spokesman ran into the Press Room with tears 


running down his cheeks. 


Waving his arms, he said: 


“At 19.49 (GMT) the Pope died.”

EDITORIALS... 


YOU COULD ALMOST HEAR THE QUIET 

The penalty imposed on a driver convicted of care- 
less driving in Lindsay following a private complaint, 
must have had a salutory effect on others who have 
been in the habit of driving in a manner not approved of 
by the law, With one or {wo exceptions, (they probably 
hadn’t heard the news), you could almost hear the quiet 
replacing the customary sound of speeding cars and 
squeal of tortured tires on our streets over the weekend. 
The driver, whose example may have influenced the 
trend, was fined $100 plus costs and lost his right to 
drive for six months. : 

No one likes to see anyone in trouble with the law 
but it seems as though the only way to keep people from 
finding themselves in this position is to make examples 
of those who do, thus establishing a deterrent. Most 
people, when they run afoul of the law, know full well 
they invited its wrath and they become very contrite .. . 
until they are out of its toils. Then, if the penalty hasn't 
been too severe, they quickly forget about the whole 
thing and tend to take another chance. 

Disregarding the law is one thing which, if the law 
is to be effective, should carry a penalty of sufficient 
severity to encourage obedience and provide a lasting 
memory of the oceasion. 

In the case at hand, we have only to read the terrify- 
ing statisties-covering motor vehicle accidents, witness 
some of their devastating effects on human life and’ prop- 
erty, or visit the maimed in hospital, to realize that there 
is no place for leniency with people who drive in a man- 
ner dangerous to the public safety. The courts have a 
responsibility to see that those so charged are dealt with 
in a manner which will discourage them from staging a 
repeat performance and others from following their 
example. i 


LONG OVERDUE... 

A long overdue statement was made in the House of 
Commons this week concerning the position of the 
government in relation to the growing anti-cigarette cam- 
paign which is based on medical evidence that the habit 
is linked with an increasing incidence of lung cancer. 

In case you, missed it, here is a re-run of the state- 
ment as carried by United Press International: 

“A physician on the Conservative benches says it is 
“high time” the Federal Health Department joined with 
medical associations to warn Canadians of the dangerous 
link between cigarette smoking and lung cancer. 

‘Dr. Philip Rynard-the member for Simcoe Hast— 
told The Commons that lung cancer kills more people an- 
nually “than all the traffic accidents and drownings oc- 
curring across Canada”. 

“According to reports, he said it is a disease which 
starts largely in the schools. He said statistics’ indicate 
that 500 boys and girls across Canada start smoking each 
day of the school year and “about 100-thousand of these 
children will probably be condemned to death by the 
disease.” 

“Rynard pointed out that the British College of 
Physicians and Surgeons ‘came out flat-footed’ last year 
definitely linking ‘cigarettes with the disease. This year 
he said, the Canadian Medical Association and its cancer 
committee “have started war on smoking and lung can- 
cer.” 

Governments of Canada have long avoided coming 
to grips with this matter but as the proverbial walrus 
has said (allowing for a little paraphrasing): “The time 
has come for the Government of Canada to take a stand 
on this matter, regardless of its effect on its excise purse”. 
In fact, it is long overdue. 


HE HIT THE NAIL ON THE HEAD 
The Hon. Leslie M. Frost hit the nail right on the 
head the other night when he told the Lindsay Lions 
Club that income and corporation taxes were too high. 
Of income tax, Mr. Frost said that it was now at a level 
which was discouraging individual initiative — Of cor- 
poration taxes ... . about two per cent-too high. Income 
and corporation taxes in Canada are too high and what is 
worse, the people really aren't getting value for the 
money the government is collecting. The Glassco Report 
(now apparently well pigeon-holed) turned the spotlight 
on glaring waste at government levels. Most of us didn’t 
need to be told that it existed —all we had to do was ob- 
serve the government’s method. of operation. Private 
business, operated with the same degree of lavishness, 
would go broke in no time flat. 


When Prime Minister Lester B. Pearson was cam- 
paigning for office, he made great capital out of tax re- 
lief, promised to come with an early budget. We hope 
his preoccupation with nuclear weapons won't be so great 
that this vital promise will not be fulfilled. No one ex- 
pects miracles but both individuals and business in this 
country need tax relief and they need it quickly if the 
nation’s initiative and production and buying power is 
not to suffer needlessly. 

THE PEOPLE ARE UP IN ARMS 

The people of Lindsay are up in arms oyer the way 
the privilege of operating a motor vehicle is being abused 
by many drivers using Lindsay streets. Not only are they 
up in arms, they are fearful lest some innocent people 
become victims of these show-off drivers. Among the 

” things they cite as examples of what annoys and frightens 
them are: (1) sudden “‘take-offs” in traffic congested 
areas with the vehicle virtually out of control; (2) racing, 
the consequences of which have been noted here lately; 
(3) a flagrant disregard of the rights of pedestrians; (4) 
excessive speed in the town where racing is not a factor. 

It is the belief of those concerned that punishment 
meted out to those who are convicted of traffic law of- 
fenses is not seyere enough to serve as a deterrent. With 
the news that Canada’s traffic fatality rate is up over 
137% in the first quarter of 1963, we ask the question: 
“Can we afford to continue to deal leniently with those 
who disregard prescribed traffic laws?”

BIBLICAL ‘POISON’ 

As with sex, which used to be unspeakable, the 
Bible is coming in for frank and uninhibited criticism. 
This is as it should be, for truth is not promoted by hush- 
ing it up. 

The charge of Rey. J.C, Wansey of Woodford, Bssex, 
that the Old Testament contains ‘junk’’ and “poison” may 
offend the sensibilities of some and confirm the suspicions 
of others. Most people will judge him to be impatient. 
Religious leaders do get that way sometimes. ‘There is 
precedent for it in Scripture itself. 

It should be understood that the Old Testament is not 
a series of moral preachments and parables like the New. 
It is an accumulation of history, folk lore, moral and ritual 
laws as well as ethical commandents that form the basis 
of Western civilization. In sum, it is the record of a 
people over many centuries, 

That's one of the fascinating features of the Old 
Testament—its contrasts. It contains the Ten Command- 
ments and the prophet Samuel hacking King Agog into 
pieces; Isaiah's immortal passages and Noah drunk in his 
tent;. Job's sublime philososphy and David commiting 
murder and adultery; Hosea’s tender love and Amalek’s 
incurable hate. 

Such is the antiphony of good and evil, light and 
darkness in the series of books known as the Old Testa- 
ment, It is divine, yet intensely human It sings, warns, 
denounces, adjures and counsels. It is as much treasured 
for the battles of Joshua as the personal petitions in the 
Psalms, and even for the “begats’, those recitations of 
descendants, as for the love story of Ruth and Boaz. 

Sex and violence are in the Old Testament, and Mr. 
Wansey isn’t enamored of these elements. But it reflects 
life, and life is a combination of the high and the low and 
much that is in between.

BIRDS VICTIM OF STORM ; 

A recent bad storm which hit most of Southern On- 
tario, killed thousands of birds in Lake Huron District 
while they were heading northward across Lake ‘Huron 
and Georgian Bay. 

Unable to fly against strong winds, the birds fell in- 
to the water and were drowned. Commercial fishermen 
near Meaford, lifting their nets after the storm, reported 
seeing small floating bodies everywhere they looked. 

Some of the birds washed up on beaches at Owen 
Sound and Meaford through to Wasaga Beach were iden- 
tified as cowbirds, white throated sparrows, fox sparrows, 
chipping sparrows, hermit thrush, junco, myrtle warbler, 
robins, sapsuckers and several unknown species. 


-A.NEW ANTI-CORROSION PAINT 


One of the latest anti-corrosion paints is a British 
compound marketed under the name of ‘Glopene’. Re- 
porting in the BBC General Overseas Service programme 


. ‘New Ideas’, Bill Myatt described it as one of the zinc- 
rich paints which have the quality of setting up electronic 


contact with the metal to which they are applied, thus pre- 
venting the spread of rust occurring through scratching, 
blows or other damage. : J 

“The dry substance of the paint’, Myatt explained, 
“needs to consist of between 90 and 95 per cent of zine 
before being mixed with the liquid medium, Glopane 
has this high loading of zinc combined with one of the 
modern plastic binders. When applied to the bare metal 
it gives outstanding protection, and it has the kind of 
surface that will take nearly any other kind of overcoat- 
ing. It is supplied in a two-part pack — the metallic part 
in one, the medium in the other — and when mixed 
will keep workable for three to five days according to 
the temperature. In use it gets ‘finger-dry’ in about thirty 
minutes. A complete ‘curing’, as it is called, takes about 
a week. It can be applied with brush or sprayer and any 
subsequent coats required can be applied as soon as the 
surface si dry. 

“This is the air-drying method, for use with structural 
steel-work, window-frames, water-tanks, and things like 
that. But it can also be stove-dried—baked--and with 
this method such things as a motor body-work, springs, 
kithen utensils, bathroom fittings and so on, can be pro-

YOU CANNOT DEPEND UPON FIRE... 

You cannot depend on fire confining itself to the 
place it is intentionally set out but you can depend on it 
spreading to places you never intended it to if you don’t 
keep close watch over it. 

The truth of this observation has been borne out 
twice in our immediate vicinity within the past week, 
One home was completely destroyed and another dam- 
aged, with total destruction threatened, when fires light- 
ed in incinerators took advantage of favourable winds to 
extend their sphere of activity. 

Developments such as this are not really caused by 
carelessness — no one in their right mind would inten- 
tionally set out to destroy their home and all their pos- 
sessions, The culprit is inattention, which also must be 
qualified by saying that even this is rarely intentional — 
People just figure the fire they lighted will burn itself out 
and confine itself to the one point and go about their 
business, 

The point we are trying to make is that fire, left on 
its own, cannot be depended upon to stay put. A couple 
of object lessons on this fact should be all that are 
necessary to prompt people setting out fires to stick with 
them until they are out .nless other assurances that 
they cannot possible spread are ayailable. ° !

A SEARCHING EXAMINATION 

A searching examination of the state of affairs in 
Ontario got underway in Toronto Wednesday as an ex- 
pected 500 delegates from 240 community Boards of 
‘Trade and Chamber of Commerce began their three-day 
51st annual meeting of the Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce, : 

This year, among the dozens of recommendations 
they will be considering are suggestions that seat belts be 
made compulsory in cars; that the Ontario government 
submit itself to a government spending inquiry similar 
to the federal government's Glassco Royal Commission; 
that the teaching of economics be expended in secondary 
schools; that there be a minimum age for power boat 
operators; that newspapermen (and others) who have 
traditionally been exempt from jury duty be denied this 


exemption; and that dates of fishing and hunting seasons 


be announced well ahead of time to permit tourists to 
plan to visit Ontario, 

The delegates will also be studying and debating 
numerous complex matters related to taxation as it af- 
fects Ontario, 5 

Over the years, delegates to these annual meetings 
have discussed virtually everything from snails to sneez- 
ing powder that could have a bearing on the progress of 
the province, 

Back in 1911, when the Chamber got its start here, 
the first chairman, the great humanitarian Sir William 
Gage (who founded the famous Gage Clinic in Toronto) 
was supporting road improvement. He complimented the 
government of the day on allocating that year $50,000 for 
the purpose. s 

Many advances now commonplace were fought for, 
in their day, by the Ontario Chamber, In 1925, it called 
for warning lights on the front and rear of vehicles moy- 
ing on roads at night. The same year it was asking for 
legislation to force vehicles to stop before entering a 
main road or highway. : 

More recently, it supported colored margarine and 
encouraged the legislation, introduced this month, which 
provides for minimum compulsory employer-spon- 


sored pension plans with portability. The Chamber sup- — 


ports teaching French more actively in schools, the best 
possible retaining programs for unemployed and is in- 
vestigating ways of improving ambulance service on 
Ontario highways. 


NO GOOD PURPOSE 

Legalized sweepstakes to raise money for the city’s 
hospitals and schools are proposed by Toronto's Con- 
troller Allan Lamport. As Mr. Lamport knows full well, 
Toronto council ras no jurisdiction in the matter—in Ca- 
nada only the federal law-makers could revise the crim- 
inal code to permit lotteries—but the Toronto councillor 


has always had a sure instinct for an issue that would — 


put him in the spotlight. And no doubt Mr. Lamport, 
and others across the country who feel that gambling is 
here to stay and might as well be milked for all that the 
traffic will bear, will now be pointing to the state of New 
Hampshire as an example of what should happen here. 

Under New Hampshire's new law the state govern- 
ment will operate a twice-a-year sweepstake, starting next 
spring. Tickets, priced up to $3 will be sold at race tracks 
and state liquor stores, Prizes will total $200,000 a year, 
and the state hopes to obtain up to $4 million for school 
spending. By federal law the tickets cannot be mailed or 
carried out of the state, but New Hampshire authorities 
point out that winners in the Irish Hospitals Sweepstakes 
are never prosecuted and they do not expect that win- 
ners in their lottery will be either. However, the same 
authorities do concede that rules will have to be written 
to discourage wholesale trafficking and to keep the crime 
syndicate out of the picture. ~ 

If New Hampshire’s schools obtain the sweepstakes 
revenue that has been forecast, they will be doing far 
better than the Irish hospitals. The New Hampshire lot- 
tery expects to pay out $200,000 in prizes and end up 
with $4,000,000 in net revenue. But in a recent Irish 
draw from whcih the hospitals received $4,000,000, the 
payment for prizes came to $9,360,000 and selling costs 
took $2,640,000, And measured against the amounts of 
public funds spent in Canada—for instance, about $900 
million this year for the federal-proyincial hospital insur- 
ance program—eyven $4 million is an insignificant figure. 

However, the fact that lotteries produce so little re- 
venue is not the most compelling argument against their 
legalization. It is often Said that it is hypocritical to 
permit race track betting and yet prohibit other forms of 
gambling. But by that logic, we should permit all forms 
of gambling—sweepstakes, slot machines, gaming tables 
and soon, Obviously, that would not be in the public in- 
terest, 

The problem, really, is to decide on the degree of 
gambling that should be allowed. And on that basis, as 
Well as on the basis that they are no substitute for tax- 
ation, sweepstakes serve no good purpose, by ©, J. Harris 
A FAIR DECISION : 

The decision of the Ontario Court of Appeal that in 
effect Cobourg’s store closing by-law was illegal is of great 
interest to both storekeeper and consumers, not only in 
this district, but throughout the province. 

Of particular interest is the fact that the court's 
findings centred around the definition of “small articles”, 
so that the inference might be drawn that if the by-law 
had! required the closing of every last retail outlet in Co- 
bourg, it would have held up in court. What the Cobourg 
council tried to do was to prevent a large discount store 
from being open during hours when small variety stores 
were open, and this the court found to be discriminatory, 

It is difficult to quarrel with the reasoning behind the 
court's decision. The downtown retail merchants of Co- 
bourg wished the town to restrict the hours of a store 
which they felt offered them serious competition deemed 
by them to be unatfir. They felt that so-called variety 
Stores did not offer serious competition, and they no 
doubt recognized that if they advocated closing them at

But 
the appeal court’s decision has shown that even the ma- 
jority cannot interfere with one’s Way of doing business 
unless fair rules are set up which apply to all.

Small boat lifejacket 
opinion denied jury 


Jury calls for licensing 
all power boat operators 


Toronto, Ontario, (UPI) — 
An Ottawa civil servant last 
week was prevented by the At- 
torney-General’s office from 
testifying about life-jacket re- 
gulations at an inquest in 
Toronto. 


Chief Metro Coroner, Mor- 
ton Shulman, who had sub- 
poenaed Capt. Keith Angus of 
the department of Transport, 
said he was “violently in op- 
position” to any move which 
would withhold information 
needed by the jury to arrive at 
the cause of a death by drown- 
ing. 

The group were investigat- 
ing the death of a Toronto man 
who drowned when he fell 
from an outboard motor boat 
April 7. 

At the first part on the in- 
quiry, held earlier in the 
month, a department of trans- 
port official had refused to dis- 
cuss boating safety regulations. 

Dr. Shulman then adjourn- 
ed the inquest stating he 
would subpoena the chief of 
the nautical safety division in 
Ottawa.

“Stained glass windows are 
not stained, They are paint- 
ed, The term is a misnomer.” 
With these words Peter Ha- 
worth began his lecture to the 
Lindsay Art Guild at its annu- 
al meeting and picnic, held at 
the home of Mrs, Jean Stewart 
in Bobcaygeon. Peter Haworth, 
0.S,A., A.R.CA, holder of the 
D.F.C,, is oné of Canada’s most 
versatile artists Me was an 
official war artist; is a painter 
whose works hang in many 
private and publi¢ collections 
here and abroad; illustrates 
books among which are Bar- 
beau’s Kingdom of the Sague- 
nay and the Book of the St, 
Lawrence; is the designer of 
some of our most notable 
stained glass windows in 
churches and public buildings. 

The lecture was historical, 
describing the early methods 
of the use in medieval cathed- 
rals of the three great arts; 
sculpture, mosaic, and stained 
glass. While speaking of the 
windows, jewel-like pieces of 
coloured glass were passed 
among the members. He said 
such windows had two great 
functions, to enhance the spiri- 
tual mood! of the worshipers; 
and to create an atmosphere in 
the churches to make it easier 
fo preach Christianity by fo- 
cusing the eye on highlights of 
the pictures in the glass, 


There followed a period 
when the art was lost, and not 
until the 1800's when the in- 
dustrial revolution was taking 
place, was it revived. There 
was a revolution in art as 
well. John Ruskin was an 
apostle of discontent, and 
William Morris a disciple. The 
Weaving of tapestry, dyeing 
with vegetable dyes, and mak- 
ing of stained glass windows 
became commercial, a vicious 
mannerism, said the speaker, 
with only a small proportion of 
“precious glass”. : 

After outlining the story of

Hach colour in 
the design will be a separate 
piece of glass. This may be 
“pot metal glass’ with the 
colour in it; or “flashed glass’ 
with a thin plating of coloured 
glass on it; or painted, done 
with a pigment that has an af- 
finity for glass.

The Hon. Leslie M. Frost 
has officially confirmed his 
intention of resigning as 
standard bearer of the Pro- 
gressive Conservative Party 
in this riding.

Reviewing his 29 years as 
PG standard-bearer, Mr. 
Frost writes: 

“Tt is now over 29 years 
since I first became your 
standard-bearer in the pro- 
vincial field. In that time I 
have had strong support, 
without which I could not 
have been successful. Dur- 
ing the years which have 
passed J have been your’ Mem- 
ber for some 26 years. At 
the time when T am abut to 
hand your standard to an- 
other of your choosing, I 
feel that I should write to 
you thanking you for your 
unfailing assistance and to 
refer to some few of the

“In 1948, after six years in

The present unsanitary situ- 
ation wherein part of Lind- 
say’s sewage is being dumped 
into the Scugog River in raw 
state will be corrected by tem- 
porary method within two 
weeks. The cost will be about 
$4,000 and the correction 1s 
being made possible with the 
completion of at least one of 
the three lagoons of the new 
sewerage disposal system in 
mid-June, 

The decision to use the tem- 
porary method was made by 
Lindsay’s council Monday 
night when Consulting En- 
gineer Oliver Lloyd (super- 
visor of the Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission’s installa- 
tion of the new lagoon type 
sewerage disposal system for 
the town, now under construc- 
tion) presented facts and fig- 
ures of either a permanent or 
temporary correction of the 
existing dumping of raw sew- 
age from the Bast Ward into 
the river. It would cost $18,- 
000 to make a permanent cor- 
rection and take several 
months to complete, he told 
council. The temporary cor- 
rection, using 10-inch plastic 
pipe to replace that used now 
in the syphon river crossing of 
the present set-up would cost 
he estimated, $4,000. 


“The present piping cross- 
ing under the river bed must 
be very badly deteriorated”, 
he reasoned as fish and cat- 
tails are being found in the 
concrete ehambers of the syp- 
hon system in connection with 
the two 10-inch cast-iron pipes. 

“We know, therefore that 
the concrete chambers are use- 
less and not keeping the raw 
river water out”, he summed 
up. There are signs of very 
serious ingress of water into 
the chambers, proven by the 
presence of fish, etc., but we 
are not able to state that the 
pump (used to pump sewage 
up William Street to the di- 
gester plant about 14 of a mile 
downstream and out of com- 
mission for the past two years) 
are useless, 


“By the end of June or the 
first of July with the opera- 
tion of a portion of the new 
lagoon system, there will be 
sewage disposal facilities here 
again”, the engineer stated. 

Engineer Lloyd pointed out 
the advantages of a temporary 
correction with plastie pipe 
over a permanent correction. 
“We are not sure where the 
proposed new Colborne St. 
bridge may cross the river and 
if would be unwise”, he said 
“to make permanent syphon 
river crossing until the loca- 
tion of the bridge (now under 
study) is established.” 


Mayor Joseph Holtom: “I 
hope this lagoon sewage dis- 
posal system is the last such 
expenditure. It is a sad affair. 
What about the bridge?” he 
asked Engineer Eric Booth. 


“We should have a reply 
about that in two weeks’, 
the engineer answered, 

“We are faced with the pro- 
blem of dumping of raw sew- 
age in the river which has in- 
creased to alarming propor- 
tions in the past two weeks”, 
stated Works Chairman Lloyd

I said the diabetic alwaysme, “Can it be cured?” I sup- 


has his diabetes, but that mo- 
dern treatment allows him to 
live as long as the person with- 
out diabetes. Likewise, for 
pernicious anemia and many 
other diseases. 


STRIDES FORWARD 


Consider what has happen- 
ed with heart disease since I 
wrote that book. There is a 
condition we call subacute bac- 
terial endocarditis (an infec- 
tion of the heart valves) which 
was always fatal years ago. 
Now, since the antibiotics, 
most patients can be saved. 

How about rheumatic fever? 
Since the corticosteroids and 
anitiSiotics, many cases of 
heart disease live longer, using 
these medicines. 

Congenital heart disease? 
Years ago all we could do was 
to stand by and watch the pa- 
tient slowly disintegrate. Now 
with modern heart surgery, 
many patients are considered 
“cured”. 

When a patient with heart 
disease, tuberculosis, diabetes,

pose the scientifically correct 
term to use would be “arrest- 
ted”, But for all practical 
purposes (prolonging the pa- 
tient’s life into the 70’s and 
over) I think that the doctor 
may say honestly, “I think we 
can cure you.”’ 


The only danger in using 
the word “cure” in such cases 
is that the patient often be- 
comes careless, He stops tak- 
ing his B12 or liver in perni- 
cious anemia, he doesn’t watch 
his diet and insulin dosage in 
diabetes, he develops poor 
habits of living if he has tuber- 
culosis, ete—as a result, his 
apparent “cure” reverts to an 
out break of the original dis- 
ease. 

Ideally, as a patient you 
should be optimistic of “cure” 
but remember that many dis- 
eases are only “‘arrested’’—and 
that the outcome often de- 
pends upon the patient's co- 
operation,

It has not been proved 
and I don’t believe we doctors 
should build a wall of dietary 
restrictions until we are sure. 

When people like yourself 
come to me with normal blood 
cholesterol, normal weight, 
and are physically healthy, I 
teil them to continue’ to eat as 
they always have in the past. 
In some cases this diet busi- 
ness has become so ridiculous 
that a few doctors (very few) 
believe that we should keep 
milk away from our young- 
sters to prevent coronary dis- 
ease 40 to 50 years later! How 
silly can we get without actual 
proof?

Comment; As in an other 
condition, you can’t go wrong 
by learning early just who 
your opponent is. It is true 
that arthritis is often a discour- 
aging malady. Nothing seems 
to help. But it is also true that 
thousands of arthritis can be 
helped by early and proper 
treatment. For example, rheu- 
matoid arthritis which is the 
cause of so much deformity if 
allowed to go untreated, can 

@ometimes be stopped in its 
tracks by using corticosteroids 
and other treatments. 

Barly treatment of the arth- 
ritis called rheumatic fever af- 
fecting the joints, often can 
prevent heart complications. 
Unless gout is recognized for 
what it is, the patient may go 
on suffering for years without 
benefit of the proper treat- 
ment with colchicine and other 
drugs.

EDITORIAL... 


WHAT WOULD BECOME OF MARIPOSA STATION? 

A very disturbing prospect presents itself in the 
matter of the reported proposal by the Canadian National 
Railway to rip up its tracks between Lindsay and Black- 
water Junction. It is disturbing in many respects apart 
from the major incoveniences it would present to some 
businesses along the line which have been good cus- 
tomers of the railroad over the years. 

One of the unpleasant prospects which arise is the 
threat to Mariposa Station, long a landmark in Mariposa 
Township. This station is steeped in local history and 
some even suspect that it may have been an inspiration to 
the late Stephen Leacock, who borrowed the name “Mari- 
posa” for use in his “Sketches of a Sunshine Village”. It 
would be most distressing if this structure with its colour- 
ful background should come to an ignominous end such 
as befell the Lindsay CNR depot. What would become of 
Mariposa Station if the railway did tear up its tracks and 
the station was of no further use to them? Would Mari- 
posa Township Council stand idly by and do nothing to 
preserve this historic building or would they take suitable 
action to ensure its preservation. 

Returning for a moment to the other aspects of taking 
out service to this point, Hogg and Lytle Ltd. and those 
interested in the projected Farmers’ Allied Meat Enter- 
prises venture adjacent to Mariposa Station, will no doubt 
wish to make strong representation to the CNR in protest 
of being without rail service.

Remember way back when 


JUNE 12, 1913

SAFETY RULES SUGGESTED 
FOR POWER LAWN MOWERS 

For a machine, the cutting blade of which travels at 
over 180 miles per hour, the rotary lawn mower is cer- 
tainly treated without much respect. Many people allow 
children to operate this potentially lethal piece of 
equipment. 

When treated properly, it is quite safe, but when 
handled carelessly, it is very dangerous. In Ontario 
alont, hundreds of fingers and toes are amputated by 
the rotary mower each summer. 

Hal Wright, Parm Safety Specialist with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture, emphasizes the following 
common sense rules to make the family mower a harm- 
ltss and efficient tool: 

© Give your full attention to the job of mowing. 

© Never allow children to operate this machine. 

e Avoid pulling the lawn mower backwards — you 
could slip and the mower could run over your foot. 

© Wear heavy boots, never sandals or barefoot, 

@ Clear the lawn of all debris such as sticks, stones, 
toys, that could be thrown by the blade. 

e Never cut the lawn when it becomes dusk. You 
need light to see any debris or obstructions. 

© Wet grass clogs the blade as well as greatly in- 
creasing the hazard of slipping or falling. 

® Stay clear of the grass discharge opening, when 
the engine is running, ‘The blades could pick up small 
objects and injure you. 

@ Never reach under the deck, lift the mower, or 
adjust the cutting height when the engine is running, 

e Before doing any adjustment, lubrication or exam- 
ination of he mower, make sure the spark plug wire is 
disconnected. Even tilting the mower or moving the 
blades could start the engine. 

@ Stop the engine if anyone comes close to the 
machine. This also applies to pets. 

© Never leave the engine running if you must leave 
the mower. 

e Refuel only outdoors and when the engine is cool. 

In brief, give this 180 mile an hour rotor blade the 
same respect and attention that you would a car travel- 
ling at the same speed.

, A man who has been in the 


‘front line in war and in peace 


:bowed out of the official On- 
tario political picture with a 
challenging speech on Satur- 
day afternoon. 

The Hon. Leslie M. Frost, 
P.C., M.P.P, for Victoria, chal- 
lenged over 1,100 delegates to 
the Progressive Conservative 
party’s nomination meeting in 
Lindsay to view the future 
with confidence and to go for- 
ward in that spirit. The meet- 
ing was called to name a suc- 
cessor to Mr. Frost and from 
the casting of the first ballot, 
the name Glen Hodgson of 
Haliburton stayed at the top of 
the list.

A torrid weekend in the 
Haliburton Highlands ended 
on a fiery note Sunday even- 
ing. 

It came when an isolated log 
cabin which had been shelter- 
ing several young Toronto 
people caught fire and burned 
almost fo the ground.

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EDITORIALS .... 


AN EFFICIENT VOLUNTEER BRIGADE 

The people of Minden and district have every reason 
to be proud of their volunteer fire brigade as many people 
will testify who saw them go into action at a fire Sunday 
evening. Racing to the scene of a buring log cabin 
which was threatening to ignite adjacent woodland, the. 
men made the seven-mile run in record time, quickly 
set up a link with the nearest water supply, (a water hole 
several hundred feet distant from the fire), and went to 
work, Although the fire, as far the the building was 
concerned, was virtually out of control by the time the 
alarm was sounded, it was apparent from the job they 
did on arrival that their organization was highly effective. 
Thanks to a well trained Ontario Provincial Police officer, 
their work was pretty well confined to the building it- 
self... He had arrived first and, using a shovel carried 
in his cruiser, managed to beat out fire which was eating 
its way through the grass around the cottage towards a 
more densely wooded area. 


THEY SHOULD STAND ON THEIR OWN FEET 

Without any disrespect intended towards The Hon. 
Leslie M. Frost, M.P.P. for this riding for almost a quarter 
of a century the candidates aspiring to become his succes- 
sor are spending far too much time talking about filling 
his shoes. In this day and age, it has probably been ever 
thus, anyone in any walk of life has to learn to stand 
their own two feet and it is their own shoes they will be 
filling if they are to be truly themselves. As for Mr. 
Frost, he is still filling his own shoes adequately in a field 
for which his experic.ice in government fitted him very 
well — finance and business management. 

The world today needs not followers but leaders — 
not conformists but individuals who will get up on their 
own two feet and speak their piece — not bootlickers but 
those who can pull themselves up by their own bootstraps 
and get on with the job. Compliment Mr. Frost on his 
achievements, yes, but any attempt to emulate his ways or 
methods would probably result in dismal failure.

ON GOING AWAY... 

A sad development arose in the wake of a Lindsay 
couple’s departure on vacation which should serve as a 
warning to other parents making similar plans. In the 
case at hand, the couple’s young daughter was left in 
the care of relatives while they were away, never suspect- 
ing that anything untoward was apt to develop. Shortly 
after they had left, the child took ill and died and efforts 
to reach the holidaying couple were not successful, 

It has been suggested that in the light of this experi- 
ence, parents planning on taking a vacation without their 
family should arrange to leave an itinerary behind, mak- 
ing plans in advance to contact certain points en route, 
(possibly Chambers of Commerce offices, police stations, 
etc.) for possible messages. Failing this, periodic checks 
with homes by telephone were advanced as an alternate 
means of keeping in touch. 

One can well imagine the prolonged anxiety at- 
tendant upon such situations for those at home, not to 
mention the shock of returning unaware that a bereave- 
ment had taken place. This is one case where the adage 
“What the eye doesn’t see, the heart doesn’t grieve” 
could hardly be expected to apply. 


THE DEATH OF THE POPE 

The death of Pope John XXII removes from the tur- 
bulent world scene a man who virtually revolutionized 
both the attitude of the Roman Catholic Church towards 
the rest of the world and the rest of the world’s attitude 
towards the church. A shrewd man, he was quick 
to exercise his authority in a movement towards 
Christian unity which has long been recognized as being 
not only inevitable but essential to its very survival. His 
tenure of office came at a time when world tensions were 
reaching new heights among the powerful nations and he 
put to effective use the admonition: “Let nothing be 
done through strite or yainglory; but in lowliness of 
mind, let each esteem the other better than themselves.” 

Perhaps that one phrase: “but in lowliness of mind” 
furnishes the greatest single clue to the deceased Pope’s 
world popularity. He gave the impression of being a man 
who was unimpressed with the idea of “making an im- 
pression”, either within his own church or throughout the 
world in which he was known, ‘There is always some- 
thing magnetic about an influential individual who shuns 
sham and gets down to brass tacks in dealing with the 
problem at hand and, above all, is approachable. 

The College of Cardinals will have to deliberate long 
and well on their next choice as a leader of their church, 
Great progress towards religious tolerance and a co-opera- 
tive approach to resolving differences has been made in 
the past four years. A man of lesser ability than Pope 
John XXII could undue much of the good which has been 
achieved in four months. 


COMMON-SENSE ENTERS THE PICTURE 

Continuing and heightened interest in the effect of 
pesticides used on crops destined for human consumption 
occupies the attention of agricultural authorities in 
the United States and is necessarily of concern to Cana- 
dians. A growing school of thought arising out of the 
controversy is that a higher incidence of certain diseases 
(leukemia among children included), is a direct result of 
indiscriminate use of pesticides sprayed or dusted on 
crops. 


Until the full import of the situation has been re- 
vealed, common-sense enters into the picture as far as 
consumers are concerned, Fresh fruit and vegetable pur- 
chases should be washed thoroughly before being pre- 
pared for the table. Of course, this would only afford 
partial protection at most because so many people today 
consume pre-prepared fruits and vegetables. Producers 
even the home gardener, can probably protect themselves 
and others, to some extent by rigidly adhering to manu- 
facturers’ instructions when using pesticides. In a nut- 
shell, reasonable care by both producers and consumers 
should tend to lessen the risk of ill effects to humans 
pending the outcome of investigations.

ALCOHOL A DEPRESSANT 

Alcohol’s promise is a false, Its initial buoying action 
gave rise to the belief that it is a stimulant, but it is a de- 
pressant which acts on the Recticula Formula of the 
brain — the area that controls judgement and memory. 
Alcohol eventually disintegrates this area. 

THE SUGAR MESS 

The nickel bar of candy is headed either for ex- 
tinction of a drastic reduction in size, This is because of 
the runaway rise in the price of sugar, already reflected 
in higher costs for consumers. Speculators have made 
huge profits out of sugar, driving its price up to unsus- 
tainable heights. Now sugar refineries are reducing their 
prices a little, but there is no assurance that the consumer 
will materially benefit, 

The reason for the price rice, according to the sugar 
industry, is a worldwide shortage due primarily to pro- 
duction failures in Castro's Cuba and the impact of 
severe weather on Hurope'’s crops. But this is an excuse 
rather than an explanation. ‘The real culprit is the sugar 
lobby, both domestic and foreign, which is responsible for 
the protectionist legislation that prevails for sugar in the 
United States. 

Until last year American producers were protected 
by artifically high price supports, while foreign producers 
adhered to an individual sugar to the United Stateszliabr 
adhered to an individual quota system that committed 
them to supply sugar to the United States, at the domestic 
American price and irrespective of the world price, This

was in such chronic oversupply that the world price was 
regularly below the domestic price. 

The Department of Agriculture then sought to cut 
the cost of sugar through a “global” quota system, de- 
signed to establish a free market for a portion of Ameri- 
can sugar needs. Its plan of buying on the open market 
jast year unfortunately went into effect at a time when de- 
mand was running ahead of production, so that the cost of 
sugar has remained inordinately high, with protection 
making it higher. : 

Last year’s protective legislation was bad; but to re- 
vert to the country quota system would be worse. The 
only beneficiaries would be domestic and foreign sugar 
producers, who would insist on being protected at or near 
the present price level. 

Sugar has always been an expensive necessity to con- 
sumers because of protectionist legislation, Consumers 
did not benefit when the supply exceeded the demand, 
and they are being penalized even more now that the 
supply has melted away. 

There is nothing permanent about the sugar short- 
age; but consumers will continue to be victimized as long — 
as Congress maintains artificial price supports on domestic 
sugar and special deals for foreign producers. The solu- 
tion for this intolerathle situation is a free market in 
which the supply and demand can come into balance, Tf

Basement Floor Checkup

ASPARAGUS A TASTY 

SPRING-TIME MEAL 

Ontario asparagus is tasty 
and tempting for jaded ap- 
petites, say Food and Nutrition 
experts at Macdonald Institute 
Guelph, It contains large 
amounts of vitamin A and sig- 
nificant amounts of iron and 
vitamin C. 

Buy crisp, straight, fresh 
stalks with compact tips. One 
pound will serve 4 people and 
consists of about 18 stalks, If 
the asparagus is to be kept for 


stand the stalks upright in a 
pan containing 2 inches of cold 
water, keep refrigerated ,and 
the stalks remain fresh. 

To prepare the asparagus 
for cooking, break off each 
Stalk as far down as it snaps 
easily; remove scales with the

To cook cut-up asparagus, 
spread it in a shallow skillet, 
sprinkle with salt, pour on 1 
inch of boiling water, and 
simmer about 10 minutes. 

Serve with salt, pepper and 
butter, or a hot cream sauce.

Report from Ottawa

A new administration in- 
variably faces the question 
of the priorities to be assign- 
ed to the various items in its 
legislative pregramme. At 
the top of the list of legisla- 
tion submitted to Parliament 
by the new government led 
by Mr. Pearson is a resolution 
to establish a special commit- 
tee “... to consider matters 
relating to defence and to re- 
port from time to time its ob- 
servations and opinions 
thereon”. This special com- 
mittee will consist of 24 
members, 12 of whom will be 
government supporters and 
the remainder will be drawn 
from the opposition, 


Introducing the resolution 
Prime Minister Pearson said, 
“the resolution ..., imple- 
ments a pledge that we on 
this side have made. If ac- 
cepted by the House it would 
Garry out a proposal that was 
put forward by us to the 
House over the years when 
we were in opposition.” 


The purpose of this spec- 
ial committee is to assist the 
government in discharging 
its responsibilities relating 
to defence; to convey infor- 
mation to the government 
and to give the government. 
advice; and to make recom- 
mendations to the govern- 
ment. Mr. Pearson pointed 
out, howeyer, that in the last 
analysis, under our parlia- 
mentary system of respons- 
ible government the govern- 
ment must remain responsible 
for any decisions taken, 


The debate has now rang- 
ed over the whole field of de- 
fence policy for three days. 
It is certain that the govern- 
ment will receive majority 
support for the establish- 
ment of the special commit- 
tee although, at this time, 
the official position to be 
taken by the Conservative of- 
ficial opposition has not been 
spelled out. 

In the last Parliament the 
Social Credit and N.D.P. 
groups Joined with the Liber- 
als asking for the establish- 
ment of such a committee, 
This request was unheeded 
by the Diefenbaker goyern- 
ment but in this parliament 
has fallen on more receptive 
ears.

Fish story? 


Out of season muskie swims around 
Bobcaygeon dock for three days 


waiting to return attractive lure, 
wildlife officials at Lindsay report 


There’s a fish story in the 
news at Lindsay today which 
may qualify for special ment- 
ion in an internationally known 
club that devotes all its efforts 
towards telling stories border- 
ing on the incredible, The 
fact that the Dept. of Lands 
and Forests at Lindsay intim- 
ates the story might be 
absolutely true may prove 
something of a barrier from 
the club’s standpoint but this 
doesn’t create any problem in 
newspaper circles, Here is the 
story as told in the depart- 
ment’s “Weekly Report’. 

“From time to time in our 
weekly report we include ac- 
counts of unusual behaviour 
in wildlife, some of which are 
observed by Department em- 
ployees, while others are re- 
ported to us by interested 
members of the public.” 

“This week we were appris- 
ed of an incident involving a 
muskellunge.” 

‘It seems this fish had been 
hooked recently by a conserva- 
tion minded fishermen, who, 
realized his good fortune was 
out of season, released the 
fisn by cutting the line.” 

“Normally a fish thus re- 
leased will depart with a per- 
functory wave of his tail leav- 
ing you with nothing but the 


nucleus of another fish story, 
(which can of course be amp- 
lified and entered in the 
competition when next you 
discuss fishing with a fellow 
prevaricator) but this lunge 
was different.” 

“Obviously feeling that to

before the November session 


“Whether you like it or not 
you people-members of Vic- 
toria County Council-must act 
on mandatory legislation and 
plan for an Emergency Mea- 
sures Mutual Aid organiza- 
tion”, This was the sum and 
substance of an hour-and-half 
long discourse at the opening 
session of the council on 
Tuesday, Provincial officials 
explained to county council, 
the fundamentals of the May 
act of the Ontario Legislature 
making it mandatory that all 
municipal county councils 
must henceforth plan at their 
own level, emergency mea- 
sures in conjunction with the 
federal and provincial govern- 
ments (which have already 
realized the necessity of such 
planning and organization). 
“Nt is the thing you have to 
do — it is a plan you must 
have ... to consider how you 
are going to feed, and aid the 
victims of an atomic blast. It 
is just as simple as that .. . we 
have our duty .. . we hope it 
never happens . . . but if may 
... the plan must be made as 
to how to co-ordinate with 
never happens . . . but it may, 
the plan must be made as to 
how to co-ordinate with other 
adjacent communities. The ser- 
vices of health, fire, welfare, 
ete., must be used on a mutual 
system which is proving so 
satisfactory in the mutual aid 
of fire departments. Each 
county council must head up 
the work of planning to utilize 
present community welfare 
services which will work in 
conjunction with those at 
higher provincial and federal 
levels. If you want to em- 
ploy volunteers or auxiliaries, 
you must have the Attorney- 
General’s approval in order to 
receive government compen- 
sation.” 


This was the conclusive ad- 
vice relayed by Edgar F. Bevis, 
executive officer of the Emer- 
sency Measures Organization 
of Ontario and N. M. Gemmell 
of the EMO organization of 
Zone 4, of which Victoria 
County is a part. 

Officer Bevis, continuing, 
pointed out that the old con- 
cept of civil defense was re- 
voked to take in this new con- 
cept invoking all levels of 
government responsible to one 
another.

Forester suggests ways for discouraging 
unwelcome tent-erecting visitors 


There are some tents being 
put up in this district which 
aren‘t being given the seal of 
approval by: Dept. of Lands and 
Forests camp ground offi- 
cials. . . .In fact, District For- 
ester A. E. Walroth is encour- 
aging the public to destroy 
them. 

Outlining possible ways for 
getting rid of these unaccept- 
able structures and their occu- 
pants, he writes: 

“During the past three to} 
four weeks, those familiar 
cone shaped webs of the east- 
ern tent caterpillar have been 
observed in large numbers on 
trees throughout the Lindsay 
District: While these webs 
‘or nests are quite unsightly 
and mar the beauty of the 
landscape, the insect does not 
do any realamount of damage. 
The trees most commonly at- 
tacked are wild cherny, apple 
and plum, species of limited 
“commercial importance. More- 
over the trees are seldom) 
killed. In periods of high 
population the caterpillars 
may completely defoliate the 
host trees. However, hard- 
wood species can generally} 
withstand this defoliation | 
‘several years in a row without! 
any more serious results than| 
a decreased growth rate. 

“This insect is often confus- 


pillar because of the rather 
similar appearance, How- 
ever, the forest tent caterpiil- 
lar does not construct a tent 
of any kind and is a more ser- 
ious problem attacking most 
broadleaved trees in epidemic 
numbers. 

“The eggs of the eastern 
tent caterpillar are laid in egg 
masses of from 150 to 350 on 
the twigs of the host tree and 
remain on the tree over winter 
Barly in the spring, the larva 
or caterpillar, hatches, con- 
structs the silken tent, and be- 
gins feeding upon the leaves. 

“Upon reaching maturity in 
early June, the larva spins a 
white cocoon in a protected 
place and after three weeks 
in this pupal stage, the adult, 
a rusty brown moth, emerges. 

“Natural enemies like ad- 
verse weather, parasites, birds, 
ete., generally control the pop- 
ulation outbreaks of this in- 
sect. During epidemics they 
may be controlled by one of 
the following methods: 

1. Clipping and destroying 
the branches containing the 
tents. 

2. In winter destroying the 
egg masses which can be easily 
observed on the twigs.

The barbecue season is now 
Setting in full swing and for 
those who like that little “some 
thing different,’ nothing is 
tastier than a meal dating back 
to the Armenian tribesmen, 
That would be a shish-kebab of 
beef or lamb, skewered with 
pimento-stuffed olives, tom- 
atoes, green peppers and 
mushrooms.

A DRAMATIC CURE OF 
HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 

In at least 90 per cent of pa- 
tients who have high blood 
pressure, we don’t know the 
real-cause. How we stumbled 
on the word I don’t know, but 
we have a habit in medicine of 
calling some conditions we 
don’t understand “essential”. 
Therefore, we call most cases 
of high blood pressure “essen- 
tial hypertension”; because 
we have looked all over for 
the actual cause and haven't 
been able to discover if. 

But there are other cases 
which make up suspicious of a’ 
specific cause. This is espe-

Russia is jubilant over the safe landing of its space- 
man and spacewoman. Valentine Tereshkova and Valery 
Bykovsky landed in the Karaganda region southeast of 
Russia. She landed first-at 4:20 a.m. (EDT)-on her 49th 
orbit just short of three days in the heavens. Bykovsky

POLISHED PLATE GLASS 


Polished plate glass is not manufactured in Ganado at the pres= 
ent time. It is imported. The process for making plate glass is quite 
different from that used for sheet glass manufacture—whereas the 
handling, preparation and melting of the raw materials is the same for 
both processes. In the case of plate glass, the ribbon of glass is formed by 
arranging for the molten glass to flow horizontally through water 
cooled forming rollers instead of being drawn vertically upwards as 
with sheet glass. Contact of the molten glass with the rollers destroys 
the natural fire finish and the ribbon as formed has a frosted or 
Tough-cast” surface which is translucent but not transparent. 

The surface of the glass must then be ground with sand and water 
and polished with rouge and water to give it that olear, transparent 
and perfect finish associated with plate glass. With the modern 
means of transportation we now have, glass is shipped and transported 
all oyer the world with a minimum of breakage.

SMOKESCREEN? 

Canadians who were naturally disappointed that the 
new federal government didn’t come up with any cuts in 
personal income tax in its first budget, are concerned 
about the manner in which the budget was made up... 
They are inclined to think that the minister of finance 
should have been able to bring down a budget without 
outside assistance, In this they may be perfectly might 
because it is now apparent that had there been any leak 
beforehand as to the budget’s contents, certain interests 
stood to make a tidy pile of money in record time. 


It would be unwise to jump to any conclusions in this 
respect but rather to take a good look at the situation, 
It’s an old trick in military and civilian circles to throw 
up a smokescreen fo provide protective covering for 
other activities. Could-the “outside assistance” hue and 
cry have been deliberately conceived to obscure the view 
of the potential enemy — A smokescreen? 


CANADIANS SHOULD TAKE A GOOD, 
LONG, HARD LOOK AT THIS TREND 

The Canadian people should take a good, long, hard 
look at the current trend in this country to attempt to dis- 
credit those in authority and even undermine authority 
itself. We have seen lots of it lately — the activities of 
the FLQ in Quebec, the aspersions cast at reputable lead- 
ers in public life, and so forth. 

This is a trend which is aimed, we suspect, at unset- 
tling the people of the country to the point where they 
are hard-pressed to sort out the wheat from the chaff 
and where they are easy prey for lawless elements who 
have an ulterior motive. 

It is a well known fact (we have witnessed it in Cuba 
and other countries of the world) that a power wishing 
to gain control of another country find it is easier to con- 
quer a house divided. against itself than one which is 
united.

A SEEMINGLY RIDICULOUS SITUATION

LESS THAN SENSATIONAL 

1962 having been such an exceptionally good year 
for the Canadian economy, it might reasonably be assumed 
that this would be reflected in the level of manufacturing 
profits. 

And indeed, profits, like the unemployment situation 
did some show some improvement over the previous 
year. But the gain was a distinctly modest one and still 
left Canadian manufacturers with an average profit on 
each dollar of sales of hardly more than a nickel. 

More precisely, they averaged 5.1 cents, an increase 
of just two-tenths of a cent over the 1961 figure of 4.9 
cents. 

Such are the findings of the latest annual survey of 
manufacturing sales dollar — the 15th of its kind — 
carried out by the Canadian Manufacturers’ Association. 
The nearly 1,000 companies covered by it have almost 
half-a-million employees and had aggregate sales in 1962 
approaching $11,000 million, or nearly half the total of 
manufacturing shipments in Canada last year. 

A nickel or so on each dollar of sales, of course, bears 
no relation whatever to the 25 or 30 cents which many 
people, unaccountably think the manufacturer gets. 
But the plain fact is that, in this respect, 1962 was very 
much a typical year. 

Where manufacturing profits are concerned, a nickel 
on the sales dollar — give or take a fraction of a cent — 
is very much par for the course. The highest figure re- 
corded was in 1950, when it hit 7.1 cents; the lowest, 1960, 
when it fell to an abysmal 4.4 cents. Its subsequent re- 
covery from this low watermark still leaves it three tenths 
of a cent below the 5.4 cents average for the past 15 
years. 

If companies earning a net profit on sales of five per- 
cent were to distribute the whole amount of their share- 
holders, this would hardly rate as an excessive return. 
But no soundly-run company dare be so generous, It 
must provide for re-equipment, expansion and future con- 
tingencies, as much in the interests of its employees as of 
anyone else. y 

And so, in manufacturing in 1962, shareholders had 
to be content with a sum equivalent to only 2.6 cents on 
the sales dollar, leaving nearly as much again to be plough- 
ed back into the industry. 

The shareholder's return, it will be seen, like the 
profit on the sales dollar of which it is but a part, is some- 
thing less than sensational, considering the importance 
of his role and the risks he runs. That these risks are 
far from being minimal is apparent in the fact that of 998 
companies surveyed by the C.M.A., no fewer than 158 lost 
money on their 1962 operations, pointing up once again 
that ours is, in truth, a profit-and-loss economy. 

Such are the simple, unadorned facts about manu- 
facturing profits in 1962. They deserve the widest cir- 
culation. —Industry. 


LIGHT AS ALUMINUM, STRONG AS STEEL 
Strong-as-steel aluminum which retains its lightness 
and resistance to atmospheric corrosion has been de- 
veloped by British scientists at the Rolls-Royce research 
laboratories at Derby, England (Canadian enquiries: Rolls- 
Royce of Canada Ltd, 6265 Cote de Liesse Road, P.Q.). 
Fibres of fused silica are embedded in the metal fo in- 


ee

crease its strength. 

The scientists have produced test samples of the new 
metal with ultimate tensile strengths of about 40. tons 
per square inch, many times the high temperature 
strength of aluminum and comparable with the strength 
of high quality steel. As it maintains its strength up to 
about 300 degrees centigrade, the new material should be 
of interest to the aircraft industry as a possible raw 
material for making compressor blades for high perfor- 
mance aero-engines and, perhaps, the skin for fuselages 
of supersonic airliners. It could provide an alternative to 
expensive titanium, say the makers. 

The new-type aluminum could also be used as a 
light, strong, corrosion-proof structural material for 
bridges and factories. 

Silica fibres have been produced with tensile strengths 
of 1,000,000 pounds (about 500 tons per square inch), 
Normal manufacturing processes cause surface damage 
which seriously impairs the strength of the fibres. Rolls- 
Royce scientists say they have solved this problem by 
coating the newly-produced fibre with aluminum metal 
as it is drawn. ‘This coating protects the surface from 
damage and allows the fibre to be embedded successfully 
in metal which retains its strength when machined to 
shape or rolled out into sheets.

“WE HAVE FOUND A BETTER WAY” 

“Here is a people composed of two distinct races, 
speaking different languages, with religious and social 
and municipal and educational institutions totally dif- 
ferent; with sectional hostilities of such a character as to 
render government for many years well nigh impossible; 
with a constitution so unjust in the view of one section 
as to justify any resort to enforce a remedy. And, yet, 
here we sit, patiently and temperately discussing how 
these great evils and hostilities may justly and amicably 
be swept away forever. We are endeavoring to adjust 
harmoniously greater difficulties than have plunged 
other countries into all the horrors of civil war. We are 
striving to do peacefully and satisfactorily what Holland 
and Belgium, after years of strife, were unable to accom- 
plish, We are seeking by calm discussion to settle ques- 
tions that Austria and Hungary, that Denmark and Ger- 
many, that Russia’ and Poland, could only crush by the 
iron heel of armed forces, We are seeking to do without 
foreign intervention that which deluged in blood the 
sunny plains of Italy. We are striving to settle forever 
issues hardly less momentous than those that have rent 
the neighboring Republic and are now exposing it to all 
the horrors of civil war. Have we not then great cause of 
thankfulness that we have found a better way for the 
solution of our troubles than that which has entailed on 
other countries such deplorable results? 

The future destiny of these great provinces may be 
affected by the decision we are about to give to an extent 
which at this moment we may be unable to estimate, 
but assuredly the welfare for many years of 4 millions of 
people hangs on our decision. It may be that some among 
us will live to see the day when as a result of this measure 
a great and powerful people will have grown up on these 
lands—when the boundless forests all around us shall 
give way to smiling fields and thriving towns and cities 
and when one united government shall extend from sea 
to sea,” George Brown

PUBLIC WATER SUPPLY 
AREAS MAY BE DEFINED 

Under an amendment to The Ontario Water Re- 
sources Commission Act passed at the last session of the 
Ontario Legislature, the Commission “may define an 
area that includes a source of public water supply”. 
This means it may set out boundaries for an area which 
includes a public water supply source in order to protect 
that supply. 

Once an area is defined, no person shall swim or 
bathe in the water supply source in that area, and no 
one shall place, deposit, discharge or allow to remain 
material of any kind in that water which may impair its 
quality. 

Further, no act shall be done and no water shall be 
taken that may unduly diminish the amount of water 
available in such an area as a public water supply. 

The municipality or person with a right to use the 
water from such source for the purpose of a public water 
supply shall give notice of the area so defined by publica- 
tion, posting or otherwise as the Commission deems 
necessary for the protection of that particular source of 
supply. 

: Any person who contravenes any one of these regula- 

tions’ will be considered uilty of an offense, under the 
Act, and on Summary conviction is liable to a fine of not 
more than $1,000 or to imprisonment for a term of not 
more than one year, or to both, However, this does not 
apply where the act of taking water was started before 
the notice of the area is given. 

Another amendment concerns the section of the Act 
which requires that anyone wishing to take more than 
10,000 gallons of water a day from any source first ob- 
fain a permit from the OWRC. Those who contravene 
this section or who contravene any of the terms of a per- 
mit Issued to them on summary conviction were liable to 
a fine of $50 for every day the contravention continued. 
This has been increased to $200 per day.

There can be no question of the neces- 
sity for a nation, in the atmosphere of intrigue which 
currently engulfs the world to maintain a strong se 
force to prevent the infiltration of enemy agen’ 
positions of power in every field of endeavour. re 
the recent instances of laxity in the Admirality, in Was! 
ington, and even in Ottawa have pointed up such a nee 
Given such a need, and such a world-wire system of es- 
pionage, and such a perlious state of insecurity that the 
safety of a country may rest upon the leakage of asingle ~~ 
mathematical formula to an unfriendly power; given such 
‘conditions, it will be seen that it is vital for Canada to \ 
maintain an efficient check an national security. To 
maintain such security, it is obvious that the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, the finest body of intelligent train- 
ed and self-effacing men engaged in police work any- 
where in the world, is the only possible choice. 

To do their work efficiently, it is essential that such 
men have complete freedom of work in any field at. all. 
Great exception has been taken to investigations made of 
students in universities, yet as recent terrorist activities 
in France, the United States, Britain, and now Quebec 
have shown, university students are by no means beyond 
taking active part in politicial violence. Accordingl, uni- 
Versities must remain-a prime field for security investi- 
gation. 2 

There are bound to be security mistakes, often 
foolish, inexcusable ones. Canadian courts exist to set 
right such official wrongs, and this machinery can surely 
be trusted to see that individual rights are maintained 
and liberties preserved. But efficient police, no less than 
efficient courts, are essential to an orderly society, and 
accordingly irresponsible attacks on the RCMP are in 
truth, an attack upon the nation itself.

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CARE OF YOUR 
GARDEN IRIS WILL 
CHECK LEAF SPOT 


Although the garden iris) ticle? 


grows and blooms with very 
little trouble, they can also be 
attacked by various diseases 
and insects say horticulturists 
with the Ontario Deparment 
of Agriculture. 

Of the two diseases, which 
attack iris, leaf spot is the most 
common. It seldom kills the 
plants but the leaves are dis- 
figured and the plants weak- 
ened, The spots are oval in 
shape and are surrounded by 
a water-soaked margin which 
eventually turns yellow. If 
the leaf spots are found prior 
to flowering, spray with Bor- 
deaux mixture, zineb or ferban 
with the addition of a sticker. 
Spray again immediately after 
flowering, 

Bacterial soft rot is the most 
destructive iris disease. The 
leaf bases and rhizomes are 
attacked and soon rot away, it 
can be distinguished by a char- 
acteristic foul odor. Affected 
plants should be dug and all 
rotted parts destroped. Cut 
affected parts well back into 
sound tissue, and leave the cut 
areas exposed to the sun for 
about 2 days. 

Caterpillars of the iris borer 
can also cause much damage 
to iris and their injury may be 
followed by soft rot. Tiny 
holes bored in the leaves are 
the first indication of the iris 
borers presence. 

If their presence is noted 
early they can be killed by run- 
ning the finger and thumb up 
the leaves. If they have enter- 
ed the rhizomes, the best pro- 
cedure is to‘dig the plants, cut 
out and destroy affected parts. 
As a preventative measure 
spray with 50% thalathion 
E.C. or 50% D.D.T WP just 
before blooming. Cleaning 
up all old leaves and debris 
in late fall will help reduce in- 
festations.

Pastry flour contains less 
gluten which results in a weak- 
er cell structure in the dough. 
This flour is used for pastry 
and frequently for cakes. 

Cake flour has even less 
gluten than pastry flour.

Federal Building 


opening June 21st 

Ottawa, June 14 — The hon- 
ourtible Jean-Paul Deschate- 
lets, Minister of Public Works 
announced Friday that the new 
Federal Building in Lindsay, 
Ontario would be officially 
opened Friday, June 21, by 
Mr. H. Badanai, his parliamen- 
fary secretary. The ceremony 
will take place at 2 p.m. 


The new $361,175 building 
was constructed by Mel-Ron 
Construction of Whitby, for 
the Department of Public 
Works. Located at the corner 
of Cambridge and Russell 
Streets, the new limestone and 
brick structure will provide 
improved accommodation for 
the Post Office Department, 
the Unemployment Insurance 
Commission and the Depart- 
ments of Veterans Affairs, 
the Unemployment Insurance 
Agriculture and Public Works, 

The new Federal Buliding 
has been designed with a full 
basement and first floor with a 
half second storey which will 
permit future expansion that 
would make it possible to dou- 
ble the present area of the 
second floor. The front of the 
exterior ‘is of granit facing 
with limestone columns 
and will bear the Canadian 
Coat-of-Arms. 


In making the announce- 
ment, Mr. Deschatelets noted 
that this structure is a typical 
example of the many fine such 
public ‘buildings being erected 
across Canada to provide im?

“The origin of the R.C.M,P. 
“Musical Ride” appears to 
have been lost in antiquity, 
and was probably originated by 
the cavalry regiments of Great 
Britain”, 

Kinsmen, and members of 
the Lindsay Central Exhibition 
Board heard Cpl. R. E. Muir of 
the R.C.M.P. Peterborough de- 
tachment describe the ‘ride’ 
as an original cavalry regiment 
with much of the dress rooted 
in cavalry and “mountie” tra- 
ditions 

The corporal had been invit- 
ed by the board to speak on the 
ride which is to be the star at- 
traction at the coming Lindsay 
Exhibition this year. 

He told his audience that he 
wished to give them an insignt 
as to the origin of the ride, the 
uniform and equipment of the 
members, the equipment of 
the horses, the training, and 
the ride itself. 

He pointed out that it ap- 
peared that the first musical 
ride had been performed a- 
round 1876 under he direction 
of one S. M. Belcher — just 
three years before the North- 
west Mounted Police Force 
came into being. 

“In the years that have fol- 
lowed’, he said, “the ride has 
journeyed abroad to partici- 
pate in many varied functions. 
coronations, etc, and has be- 
come a familiar sight in many 
countries.” 

“Like the ride” he continu- 
ed, “the dress, and equipment 
is also rooted in cavalry and 
“Mountie” tradition.” 

“The scarlet tunic, adopted 
because Indians regarded it as 
symbolic of honesty and fair 
dealing.” 

“The wide brimmed hat is a 
militarized versiqn of the fam- 
ed cowboy hat — the lance, 
dating back to early times, and 
is a traditional part of the 
Mounties’ equipment”. 

“Nt was issued to a troop of 
the “Originals” for a march 
across the plains in 1874, 
chiefly to impress the Indians, 
who love pageantry”. 

The horses used in the ride 
are now raised on the depart- 
ments own ranch in Cypress 
Hills, Sask., the site of old Fort 
Walsh, built by the N.W.M.P. 
in 1875 and referred to as “The 
cradle of the force”. 

They are no longer used for 
actual police duties, said the 
Speaker, only in maintained 
mounted sections to retain the 
link with tradition. 

The ride is performed by a 
full troop of 32 men and hors- 
es and is composed of a var- 
iety of intricate movements to 
music. 

Many long hours of hard 
work and training by both men 
anil horses are required to 
bring the “ride” to standards 
it must attain before it starts 
on tour, he noted.

Frost defends 
Nugent's position 

_ The property housing the 
Hotel Benson and other busi- 
ness premises in Lindsay is to 
be sold by owner W.T. Nu- 
gent. 

W.M. McIntyre, right hand 
man to Ontario’s Prime Minis- 
ter John Robarts told “The 


Post” this morning that Mr. 
Nugent had acceded to a re- 
quest from the prime minister 
to sell his hotel premises at 
Lindsay, 

Mr. Nugent, who is vice 
chairman of the Ontario Liq- 
uor License Board, was told by 
Prime Minister Robarts on 
Thursday that he had the 
choice of selling his hotel prop- 
erty or resigning his $7,500 
per year part-time job with the 
licensing board. The storm 
blew up when a press attack 
was launched against the go- 
vernment for allowing an al- 
legedly improper stiuation to 
exist. 

Mr. McIntyre, commenting 
on Mr. Nugent’s decision to 
sell, said “Mr. Nugent has 
never acted with any impro- 
priety and the sifuation is not 
so much a conflict of interest 
as being one which has been 
deemed out of keeping with 
the Liquor License Act. The 
act specifies that a member of 
the Liquor License Board can- 
not hold an interest in any- 
thing connected with licensed 
premises. The ownership of a 
building housing a licensed 
hotel has been defined as com- 
ing under this heading.” 

Former Ontario Premier 
Leslie Frost defended Mr. Nu- 
gent saying that there has 
never been “a breath or whis- 
per of conflict of interest wita 
respect to Nugent” in his 20 
years with the Board. 

He said that Nugent’s inter- 
ests were well known at the 
time of his appointment to the 
Liquor Control Board and his 
association with the hotel in- 
dustry was one of the reasons 
he got the job. 

The LLBO, he said, was or- 
iginally conceived as a board 
of arbitration, with Nugent, 
because of his hotel experi- 
ence and good reputation in 
the hotel industry, acting as a 
representative of the “wets”. 

Asked if he supported Ro- 
bart’s stand, Frost replied: 

“Mr. Robart is the boss and 
if he wants to change the 
ground rules, then Mr. Nugent 
will have to be prepared to a- 
bide by them.” 

But, he added, “Nugent 
doesn’t deserve to be held up 
to ridicule for this reason- 


that his participation in the 
hotel business was part of the 
terms of his employment years 
ago.” 

The former premier suggest- 
ed that a code of rules should 
me drawn up to enable busi- 
nessmen to serve in govern- 
ment without running the risk 
of having their reputations 
ruined by conflict of interest 
charges. 

“You can’t ask people to 
ruin themselves to serve the 
government”, he said. 

In his reply to Mr. Robart’s 
ultimatum, Mr. Nugent, who 
explained that he bought the 
property in 1938, six years be- 
fore his appointment to the 
board, apologized “If I have 
offended the government, it 
was not done knowingly.” 

Robarts’ ultimatum brought 
charges of a “double standard” 
from Liberal and New Demo- 
cratic parties. They said what 
was good for Nugent should 
also hold true for Allan Gross- 
man, chairman of the Liquor 
| License Board and a cabinet

Inquest ordered into tragic deaths, 
date still to be determined 


An inquest is report- 
ed to have been ordered into 
the violent deaths of two 
people in Lindsay Monday 
morning. Crown Attorney 
Lorne W. Jordan has yet to 
set the date. 

The usual midday serenity 
of Lindsay in summer time 
was broken Tuesday when 
word got around that Mrs, 
Jack Ward of 35 St. David 
Street had been found shot to 
death in the immaculate kit- 
chen of her attractive one 
storey brick home. Also shot to 
death in another room of the 
same house was her father-in- 
law — Murray Allan Ward. 

Details of the incident were 
sketchy prior to press time 
that afternoon while police 
completed their investigations. 


Police Chief John Hunter 
says he received a call to 35 
St. David St, shortly after mid- 
day and on arrival, found the 
body of Mrs, Audrey Ward, 26, 
wife of John Murray Ward, 29, 
of that address, lying on the 
kitchen floor. The body of 
Murray A. Ward the dead 
woman’s father-in-law, was 
found lying across a bed in a 
northwest bedroom. 

Murray Ward, age 57, was

TESTS FOR BRUCELLOSIS 
URGED FOR FARMER 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
husband who is a farmer, aged 
52, has been failing for the 
past year. He has had little 
appetite, but his main symp- 
toms are chills, fever, and 
sweats. He can’t sleep well and 
has become discouraged and 
dejected. We live about 100 
miles from a large town and 
have had to rely on our local 
doctor, All he has done is take 
an X ray to rule out tubercu- 
losis. Don’t you think it ad- 
visable to do anything else? 
Mrs. T. 


Comment: I am sure that 
your doctor will agree to a con- 
sultation in view of the lack of 
improvement. If you have no 
hospital or laboratory facili- 
ties for special tests, I think 
you should consider a trip to 
the city for study. 


If there is no malarial in- 
fection the doctors will want 
to make sure your husband 
does not have brucellosis (un- 
dulant fever) which is a dis- 
ease sometimes transmitted 
by goats, hogs or cattle. Low 
grade fever, chills and sweats 
are prominent characteristics. 

However, the diagnosis is

not always easy. Even though 
a skin test is positive, it does 
not mean that active disease is 
present. The doctors will 
want to carry out what we 
call brucella agglutination re- 
actions, If they are positive, the 
diagnosis of brucellosis would 
be likely. But positive cul- 
ture in the blood is the most 
reliable diagnosis. 

| There are other causes for 
fever, sweats, and chills, but 
long-standing symptoms — as 
in your husband’s:case — cer- 
tainly make brucellosis a sus- 
picious character. 


| TEST FOR HEPATITIS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Is it 
possible to have viral hepatitis 
without having jaundice? 
Are there any special tests? L. 
| Comment; It is possible, 
During the actual early liver 
damage, such tests as _ the 
SGOT (glutamic oxaloacetic) 
and “serum electrophoresis” 
are of great help. Later on, 
“cephalin flocculation” and 
“thymol turbidity” tests are 
effective. 

Hepatitis is often overlook- 
ed in the absence of jaundice 
and marked liver tenderness 
or enlargement. These tests 


put us on the right diagnostic 
trail, 
FEAR IN NORMAL HEART 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn:; If you 
were told that you have harm- 
less heart skips called extra- 
systoles (by your own doctor 
and an excellent heart special- 
ist) would you still worry about 
your heart? T have complete 
faith in them, but I forget it 
when the skips come and cause 
that all-gone feeling in the 
chest when it seems the heart 
turns over on itself. Mrs. B. 

Comment: I might have a 
hard time convincing myself 
during the skips that every- 
this is all right. Its normal to 
be apprehensive if you get an 
all-gone feeling. But the trick 
is to remain convinced be- 
tween attacks of skips. 

The trouble is that many 
never get over the feeling that 
there must be somehing ter- 
ribly wrong with the heart. If 
you have complete faith, as 
you say, at least believe that 
you have a normal heart that 
occasionally gets skittish.

“T told him I must go home 
but he kept on driving out a- 
long Angeline St”, replied the 
witness. 

She said later he had tried 
to turn around and had got 
stuck and they had slept in the 
car until near daylight, when 
she went for help. 

She had gone to the home of 
Mr. Norman Wagstaff who to- 
gether with his son and re- 
turned to the stalled car and 
attempted to move it. 

Mr. Wagstaff in his testi- 
mony verified Mrs. Kendrick’s 
remarks saying that he offered 
to take Mr. Sinclair to town 
for help but he (Sinclair) de- 
clined and instead he took Mrs, 
Kendrick into town, where ac- 
cording to her testimony, she 
jcalled Mr. Emerson, who said 
he could not come until about 
}9 a.m, 

She said that it was about 
5 a.m, 

Mr. Wagstaff said that he 
had difficulty rousing Mr. Sin- 
clair and that when he left, 
the car motor was on, and 
Sinclair was trying to move the 
car, 

Emerson said he had receivy- 
ed the telephone call as Mrs. 
Kendrick stated and on arriv- 
ing at the scene had tried to 
rouse Sinclair but later pre- 
sumed him dead. 

He came back to town he 
said and called the police. 
Coroner Dr, W. R. Crowe 
said that their was 42.5 sat- 
uration of carbon monoxide in 
the blood of the deceased 
man, and .8 alchohol which 
could have been approximately 
about 1.5 at 5 am. 

The jury found that the 
cause of death was monoxide 
poisoning from the exhaust 
fumes, and recommended that 
a closer check be made of used 
car dealers on the certification 
of safe operating conditions of 
used vehicles sold.

EDITORIALS.... 


THIS HITS YOU IN THE NOSE... 
AND THE EYES... AND THE THROAT 

The “spraying craze” has apparently hit Lindsay 
again . . . People who are allergic to some of the Sprays 
used for killing weeds are reported to be dosing them- 
selves with nostrums to try and combat the symptoms 
which their allergic noses, eyes and throats produce once 
these spraying operations get in full stride. 

Far from being something to be treated lightly, the 
indiscriminate use of weed killing sprays and insecticides 
is a matter which seems to warrant a measure of control. 
We say this not only because of the discomfort many 
humans apparently suffer from absorbing the fumes given 
off by these concoctions, but because of the effect they are 
reported to be having on plant and animal life. Among 
the things which have been reported to have arisen as a 
result of the uncontrolled use of these sprays are: nasal 
congestion, irritated eyes and throats in humans; sterili- 
zation of birds so that their reproductive ability is im- 
paired; destruction of such shrubs as red barberry, the ab- 
normal browning of evergreens in plant life, and so forth. 

It has been suggested that local authorities should 
investigate the situation here and make some recommen- 
dations on the matter. Perhaps the Board of Health 
might see fit to ask the medical officer of heath, Dr, Wil- 
fred R. Crowe to look into this matter.

FLY THE FLAGI 

It was a relief to note that the Speech from the 
Throne last month made no mention of a new ,‘‘distine- 
tive’ Canadian flag. Our relief may be only temporary, 
for there are signs and portents aplenty that strong ef- 
forts will be made during the next two years to replace 
the Canadian Red Ensign. As we have said before, THE 
LEGIONARY can see nothing ahead but bitter feelings, 
acrimonious debate and intensified disunity throughout 
the country as a result of such efforts, Surely the time 
has now come for realistic thinking and energetic action 
on the part of all those organizations and individuals from 
coast to coast to whom the replacement of the Canadian 
Red Ensign would be a major catastrophe, a great na- 
tional tragedy, 


The Royal Canadian Legion has made known its clear- 
cut stand on this crucial issue through its Dominion 
President and its national magazine. Government lead- 
ers, members of parliament, the press and other com- 
munications media are all aware of the Legion’s view. 
But still more can be done, Legion branches and in- 
dividual members everywhere can tell their elected repre- 
sentatives in the House of Commons by letter or telegram 
how they feel about it. Equally important, they can fly 
the flag themselves — Canada’s flag — from their halls 
and homes and urge that it be flown from public schools, 
‘office buildings and business premises in their own 
localities. 

If we don’t fly the flag we already have, our opposi- 
tion to another national emblem loses much of its effect- 
iveness. If on the other hand a million or more Canadian 
Red Ensigns are seen flying every day across the length 
and breadth of this dear land, the impact and implications 
would be signifciant and quite possibly decisive. And 
the Royal Ganadian Legion can lead the way. The Cana- 
dian Red Ensign should fly daily over every one of the 
2,000 Legion halls in the Dominion and over the homes of 
tens.of thousands of Legion members who have a garden 
large enough for the erection of a flag staff to be approp- 
riate. And soon tens of thousands of fellow-citizens would 
follow the Legion’s lead. 

Let us not just pass resolutions at conventions. Let 
us practise what we preach and fly our own beloved flag:

METAL COATED CERAMIC FIBRES 
FROM ROLLS ROYCE 

A major breakthrough in Britain is the development 
of new engineering materials — ceramic fibres coated 
with metal — which will have far-reaching implications 
On engineering technology in the future, has been made 
by Rolls Royce, Ltd., of Derby. 

Dr. A.M. Smith, the company’s chief physicist, has 
explained that Rolls Royce have become the first company 
in the world to take ceramic fibres one-thousandth of an 


inch in diameter and coat them with metal, using the 


metal.as a glue to bond the fibres together, 

The fibre is silica and the metal aluminum. 

The resulting new material was 10 per cent lighter 
than aluminum, with much better heat-resistant prop- 
erties, 

The company is now considering whether to start a pilot 
plant to investigate the breakthrough further; and then 
the question of quantity production will arise. 

The company has tested specimens at up to 400 de- 
grees C. without breaking a single one under tensile 
stresses of 30 tons a sq. inch. 

Rolls Royce believe that their success with a com- 
bination of silica and aluminum opens up the possi- 
bility of marrying different types of ceramics and metals. 
They are now trying out other materials. 

The firm of Rolls Royce, apart from provind aero- 
plane engines for the world’s aircraft, are also famous 
for the most perfect car in the world.

“OPEN SEASON” 

The first U.S-Canadian shared holiday each year oc- 
curs in the July Ist - July 4th period and in a sort of way 
it signals the start of an “open season” in the grim motor 
accident picture each year a little worse than that pre- 
viously. 

During 1962 Summer Season, July, August and Sept- 
ember, according to records maintained by Dominion 
Automobile Association and announced by Mr. R. W. 
Trollope, President, there were 1253 Canadians killed in 
the 3 month period, an increase of over 200 from the 
previous year 1961. During the same period over 31,000 
Canadians were injured, also an increase over 61, of 
2000 persons. 

As long as automobiles cruise the highways at speeds 
of 60 m.p.h. and over, there will be fatal accidents but 
a few commonsense precautions can keep the inevitable 
under a measure of control. 

The extra congestion during the July 1st-4th period 
makes for traffic situations which in turn, make for im- 
patience which again in turn, makes for chance-taking by 
normally careful drivers. 

If you go more slowly, you see more. If you are not 
interested in seeing-the countryside, through which you 
are passing, then the safest way to travel is by air. It's 
not necessary to travel at 60 m.p.h. constantly just be- 
cause it’s legal to do so. While speed in itself is not the 
killer, it is a contributing factor, in unforseen emergen- 
cies where lead time is insufficient to fake avoiding 
action. 

Start for home early! Don’t succumb to that almost 
Universal human shortcoming, to put off departure on 
return journey to the last minute. Accident frequenty al- 
ways peaks out during the closing hours of the last day 
in the holiday. 

Don't expect your American visitors to know the 
vagaries of Canadian motor travel. Give them considera- 
tion and remember, many are travelling in territory 
strange to them. 

Traffic density averages three times normal during 
International Holiday wekends. To arrive home in one 
piece, three times normal alertness and unremitting 
devotion to the 3C’s of safe motoring. Care — court

Apple Party Pie 
Line a 9-inch pie plate with 
pastry, then empty a 28-ounce 
of solid pack apples into a 
bowl, % cup sugar and 2 to 3 
tablespoons of small red cin- 
namon candies.

No .onger is a patient “put 
away” forever to be forgotten by 
embarrassed relatives. With men- 
tal hospitals now being built in 
smaller commmmities many pa 
tients can more easily be visited 
{by their families. Hundreds of 
volunteers participate in a host 
of activities including dances, glee 
clubs, drama groups, picnics, bus 
ftours, ete, all geared to bring 
|the communilty right into the 
hospital. 

Through the efforts of the On- 
tario Department of Health which 
operates the more than twenty 
mental hospitals in this province, 
the outlook has changed. The hoe 
pital is ao plece of treatment—the 
patient a sick person in need of 
expert care. He receives active 
treatment for as long as he needs 
it—it msy be a few weeks or a 
few months, and then every effort 
is made to rehabilitate him into 
the community. With improved 
communications, public attitudes 
and understanding of mental ilk 
ness have changed for the better, 
as conditions have changed for 
the better in the mental hospitals. 
As new concepts of care and treat- 
ment are developed, it is hoped 
that public sympathy and under- 
standing will continue to develop 
lo keep pace.

The feelings of ignorance, super 
ftition and fear people have long | 
associated in their minds with 
mental hospitals and patients, are 
gradually dissipating as more per- 
sons come to realize that mental 
illmess should haye no more 
stigma attached to it than other 
forms of sickness. 

Many years ago, conditions in 
3 mental hospital could only con- 
tribute to those feelings. The 
buildings tended to look dark, 
cheerless, cold and uninviting. 
Patients were locked in their 
rooms for their safety. They were 
often greatly disturbed and fear- 
fol, and the enstodial atmosphere 
of the hospital did not always 
help this. Now, however, Ontarto | 
Hospitals are brighter, more cheer- | 
ful. Walls are painted in soft 
eolours, the furniture is comfort- 
able, and curtains and plants 
decorate the wards. New arrivals 
come quietly, and often on a vol- 
antary basis. Many are co-opere- 
tive and actually pleased to find 
the help they need. 

In days long gone by, there 
was much use of mechanical re- 
straints, and an atmosphere of 
fear and watchfulness pervaded. 
Violence and assaultive behaviour 
were not unusual, and both pa- 
ents and staff lived in a state of 
constant apprehension. Today the 
mental hospital and the patients 
there can scarcely be distingnish- 
ed from any other hospital and

Says federal construction alleviates unemployment 


“Wiser to wait 
for grant” 
tells Mayor 


“The erection of these build- 
ings is very important to the 
functioning of municipalities 
and helps alleviate unemploy- 
ment problems,” was the 
words of H. Badanai, parlia- 
mentary secretary, who offi- 
ciated at the opening of the 
new federal building, corner 
of Russell and Cambridge Sts.

Money is the big factor in 
provision of extra downtown 
parking facilities, explained 
Police Chief John Hunter, 
Chairman of the Lindsay Traf- 
fie and Parking Committee, 
to Lindsay’s council last 
week. Chief Hunter further 
disclosed an estimated $69,000 
was the planned expenditure 
for present required down- 
town parking. Explanation of 
the present plans of his com- 
mittee was requested for coun- 
cil’s information and edifica- 
tion by Mayor Joseph Holtom. 

The need for such explana- 
tion stemmed from a signed 
petition from 50 downtown 
merchants, read at the Mon- 
day council meeting. The pe- 
tition requested that a former 
petition of 1962 as presented 
by spokesman Harold Wood 
from east downtown mer- 
chants, be considered. This 
had asked for downtown cus- 
tomer parking for the eastern 
section of the downtown busi- 
ness section. 

Chief Hunter reviewed that 
the Wilson Staples property on 
Lindsay St. had been pur- 
chased by the town at a price 
of $18,000 in order to get on 
with the council approved 
first phase of downtown park- 
ing without the Supertest sta- 
tion on the site. 

But it was found impossible 
to purchase the Supertest 
property, at the corner of 
Lindsay and Ridout Sts, or ac- 
quire the property by other 
means than expropriation. 
Then after much careful con- 
sideration by his committee it 
was decided and approved by 
council that it would be far 
better and safer business to 
sell the Wilson Staples prop- 
erty to Supertest for the $18,- 
000 paid in order that they, ac- 
cording to proposal, move 
their service station south to- 
wards the Kent Hotel. 

The Supertest people in this 
proposal offered to sell the 
town the easterly 56 feet of 
their property at a price of 
$6,000 payable in five years 
and this was thought to be a 
better deal than the exprop- 
riation procedure. It would 
provide parking for from 19 
to 28 cars, on the 56 foot strip, 
Chief Hunter stated, and leave 
commercial enterprise (the Su- 
pertest Service Station) there. 


With parking space which 
could be acquired behind the 
Kent Hotel, the old Cain prop- 
erty and the 132 feet to Russell 
Street with the 18 foot wide 
lane, this whole area could 
park 50 - 60 cars, he said. 

All is in the negotiating 
stage, the chief explained, 
adding, “I don’t believe the 
Supertest people will give us 
a better deal. 

Relative to the York St. S., 
parking, the Claxton property 
has been acquired at a price 
of $17,000 and tearing down 
of the Scales Roberts building 
is underway; negotiations are 
underway for the Shell pole 
yard and the Georgas proper- 
ties and will soon be finalized, 
jhe said. ‘This parking area 
will accommodate about 65 
cars he sated. : 

The overall cost to the town 
for these properties would be 
approximately $69,000 Chief 
Hunter further disclosed, add- 
ing he did not need further 
authority to proceed with the 
projects. 

Mayor Holtom pointed out 
the Ontario Municipal Board 
had given tentative approval 
for an expenditure of $125,000 
for extra Lindsay Parking faci- 
lities. “This money would be 
realized out of parking meter 


revenue (which to date is in a- 
mount of $17,000), Finance 
Chairman Russell Taylor said 
in reminding, “this is the point 
which has to be watched.” 

“In view of the petition 
from the 50 merchants, the 
Traffic and Parking Commit- 
tee met this afternoon -and 
Chief Hunter has reported the 
latest developments to you”, 
the Mayor stated. “It is too 
bad these merchants hadn’t 
got together and provided 
their own parking. We must 
take a view of what is for the 
overall good of everybody”, he 
said, 

Chief Hunter further dis- 
closed negotiations were un- 
derway for more downtown 
parking — behind Eaton’s on 
York St. N.; behind the Royal 
Hotel with access and exit 
road. This would accommo- 
date an estimated 45 cars. 
Other parking:plans are afoot 
but too premature to mention, 
he summed up. 3

“A letter was received from 
the firm of Damos and Smith, 
who have been retained to do 
a survey of a new bridge to 
cross the Scugog River, stating 
that they are awaiting confirm- 
ation from the Department of 
Transport of the height of 
Water-way clearance in this 
area and also giving a general 
progress report to date. 


“It was stated that a final 
report will not be available 
until the end of June however, 
if Council so wishes the pro- 
gress report to date could be 
prepared and presented after 
June 10th, 1968.

Highway Mintster Charles 
S. MacNaughton announced 
this week that he has written 
to all county councils in Ont- 
ario in connection with a new 
needs study to re-evalute the 
road requirements in the pro- 
vince, This would appear to 
indicate that the county road 
system will remain in operat- 
ion (despite many recent ain- 
confirmed reports to the con- 
trary) for many years to come. 
Time expected to complete 
the study is two years, the 
announcement further states. 

The purpose of the new 
study is to up-date the data 
compiled in the course of a 
previous Departmental study 
which included an appraisal 
of the county road systems 
generally and their relation- 
ship to the over-all road needs 
of the Province. The findings 


in a 1959 report entitled 
“Ontario’s Roads and Streets.” 

Jn the interval since the 
1957-1959 Needs Study many 
of the county road systems 
haye changed noticably due to 
higher standards of construct- 
jon necessary to handle great- 
ly increased traffic, changing 
traffic patterns, the effect of 
annexations and other causes. 

This new study is designed 
to bring the road inventory 
and other information compil- 
ed in the earlier study up to

The announcement that 
Montini, the Archbishop of 


Milan, was chosen by the 80- 
Cardinal Conclave, was made 
by Cardinal Ottaviani. He ap- 
peared on the central balcony 
of St. Peters Basilica at 7:11 
a.m. EDT to make the announ- 
cement. 

Montini is 65 years old. He 
was considered a likely choice 
to be the successor to Pope 
John . . . And was even con- 
sidered a papal prospect after 
Pope Pius the 12th died. . . 
Although at that time he was 
not a Cardinal. 


Montini was an intimate 
friend of both Pope Pius and 
Pope John.

A further step towards coun- 
ty welfare to replace the pre- ~ 
sent system of individual mun- 
icipal welfare came under dis- 
cussion at the Victoria County 
Council June Session resumed 


Regional Welfare Admini- 


i | strator H. R. Dignam reviewed 


the advantages and disadvant- 
ages of the newly proposed 
system telling the group that 
the former outweighed the lat- 
ter by a great degree in that the 
county system put all ‘munici- 
pal welfare on a county level, 
made ayailable experienced 
officers, gave a better service 
with special attention to re- 
ferals, gave a more uniform 
standard of service, kept re- 
cord of all cases, and tended 
for more even distribution. (He 
remarked that there were 70 
municipalities at present deal- 
ing individually with their own 
welfare problems), 


He said that any act de- 
signed for temporary and em- 
ergency assistance must be 
broad in scope. 


“There would be no resid- 
ent qualifications under the 
act”, he said, “and every needy 
family, if qualified would re- 
ceive assistance, and in the 
case of desertion, etc, there 
would have to be charges laid”. 


The county would take over 
20% of the cost, he added, with 
the province bearing the cost 
of the balance. 


“Administration cost would 
have to be borne by the county, 
however”, he continued.

PANCREATITIS PATIENT 
PROTESTS “SENTENCE” 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Are 
smoking and alcohol contrain- 
dicated or permissible in a 
patient who has a severe at- 
tack of acute pancreatitis? I 
have just been released after 
such an attack. 
I was told that I was lucky 
I did not die. My physician 
has cautioned me about my 
diet and about smoking and 
taking alcohol, even in small 
amounts. Life, therefore, as- 
sumes a rather grim, uninter- 
esting prospect for one who 
has loved all kinds of foods; 
especially spicy, highly season- 
ed servings, and two or three 
® highballs in the evening. I 
know that my physician reads 
your column regularly. You 
may be able to convince him 
to go easier on my 
By the way, he said he had 
one patient who had 15 re- 
currences of acute panreatitis.

the usual picture of the patient 
“who almost dies.” We don’t 
know the actual cause except 
that something interferes with 
the pancreas and causes it to 
become acutely inflamed. 

How is your gali bladder, 
Mr. H.? Quite often a chroni- 
cally inflamed gall bladder 
spreads its infection to the 
adjoining pancreas. In fact, 
according to some studies 
made by Drs. John W. Raker 
and Marshall K. Bartlett of 
Harvard about 10 years ago, 
removal of the gall bladder 
Joften prevents succeeding at- 
jtacks in patients who have 
chronic pancreatitis, I suggest 
you look into the state of your 
| gall, bladder. 

As for smoking, I do not re- 
call that I have ever advised 
my patients with pancreatitis 
to stop. I don’t quite see the 
connection, 

As for alcohol, I am sorry to 
have to tell you that most doc- 
tors who have treated this 
condition believe that alcohol 
aggravates it. Not as for your 
having 15 attacks, I'll give 
| you huge odds that you won't.

One of the commonest feelings 
experienced by the mentally ill 
Person is that he is unworthy of 
the love and care of other people, 
and that he is unworthy of the 
love of God. Many of them feel 
that life is meaningless and with- 
out purpose. Consequently, they 
feel defeated and hopeless, and 
that it isn’t worth the effort to 
endure the disappointments and 
hard knocks of life. 

Because of this, it is import 
ant that during treatment, patients 
discover that life is worthwhile 
and that they have something 
valuable to contribute to the 
community and to the world in 
which they live. A patient must 
learn that in the creative pur- 
Pose of God, he is a person of 
utmost value and importance. 

Because the mentally ill per- 
son feels unwanted and unloved, 
he fecls the world is negative 
toward him, This inclines him to 
retaliate against the world by 
withdrawing from it into his own 
world, or by rebelling against it. 
He is inclined to be overwhelmed 
by his feelings of anger, distrust 
and despair.

Religion which is life-affirming, 
which expresses the loye and 
forgiveness of God, is therefore 
one of the deep needs of the 
mentally troubled person. He 
needs a new and ~posittve out- 
look on life; he needs conviction 
that he is a child of God, and he 
needs the strength to cope with 
the rough and tumble of life. 

For these needs, the Depart- 
ment of Health engages Chaplains 
of various faiths in Ontario Hos- 
pitals, The Chaplain can help the 
Patient toward a new outlook in 
several ways. He can do it through 
the religious services he conducts 
in the hospital And he can do 
it by pastoral visiting, in which 
he can express the understanding 
he has of the feelings of deso- 
lation experienced by the sick 
person. By his help to the 
churches im the community, the 
Chaplain can encourage the pas- 
tors and members of the econgre- 
gation to assume their responsi- 
bility to develop and express 
Persistent love and concern for 
the mentally ill person. 

Religion must become a living 
experience of forgiveness and 
acceptance. When this happens 
the mentally ill person can be 
lieve in himself, believe in others 
and believe in God. Haying ex- 
Perienced this, he can stand on 
his feet ngain ond assume the 
responsibilities of living.

WHAT’S UP YOUR SLEEVE? Many a lovely has wel- 
comed the return of the sleeve to fashion’s fold.

But you cannot depend on sleeves for full-time coverage.

LOW BLOOD PRESSURE 
NO SIGN OF SICKNESS 

I continue to receive letters 
from many anxious people who 
should be thankful rather than 
worried about their “low blood 
pressure.” For example, here 
is one I received from New 
York this morning: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
greatly concerned about my- 
self because my bood pressure 
stays so low. As far as 1 know 


it has never been higher than} 


90 systolic:

Tam a 36-year-old clerk with) 


a large family and I want to be 
around long enough to bring 
up our children, Except for 
occasional fatigue, I have been 
healthy all my life: I found 
out about my low pressure dur- 
ing a routine insurance exam- 


ination. The doctor told me 
not to worry. Would you? Mr. 
a 


Comment. I'd do a hop, skip 
and jump I'd be happy that itis 
on the low side. 

Too many persons still think 
that low blood pressure Is 
something to become alarmed 
about. But if they look up in- 
surance statistics, 
find that people with hypo- 
tension (low blood pressure) 


they will} 


have an even greater life ex- 
pectancy than those with so- 
called normal pressures. 

Therefore, I tell such people 
as yourself to go along from 
day to day feeling that they 
have a health-badge rather 
than a sickness insigna pinned 
to their lapel. Low blood pres. 
|sure, not associated with dis- 
ease for example, trouble in the 
j adrenal glands and you 
| would be having symptoms if 
|there were such organic 
trouble.) 

Therefore, don’t be talked 
into taking vitamins and all 
kinds of injections to “bring 
your pressure up to normal.

BED REST IN 

| HEART DISEASE 

| The pendulum swings wide 
/in medicine. In treating cor- 
| onary thrombosis patients 
| years ago, we kept them in bed 
|for a period of months rather 
| than weeks, as we do today. In 
fact, some physicians have 
| gone so far as to get their pa- 
| tients up within a few days of 
| the attack. 

| think a middle course is the 
more conservative and least 
likely to deter recovery. Each 
case must be judged on an in- 


dividual basis. 

If the doctor of patient A 
allows him up within a week 
it would be foolhardy of pa- 
tient B to insist that his doctor 
do likewise, Tor it is possible 
that patient B needs more 
weeks of bed rest if he hopes 
to recover, 

I have treated many cardiac 
patients who seemed to be 
getting nowhere with the us- 
ual therapy. Examination of 
thir heart size by X ray after 
many months showed no de- 
crease in size and no improve- 
ment in symptoms. - Yet they 
insisted on being up and 
around and going to work. Not 
until a month or two of enfore- 
ed bed rest did their heart size 
diminish, 

There is something about 
the physiological effects of bed 
rest that we should not sell 
short. Sometimes we can’t 
explain it. Nevertheless such 
rest has reduced the frequency 
of susequent attacks of angina 
pectoris and has helped such 
symptoms as cough and short- 
ness of breath, 

T am not in favor of forget- 
ting the patient and just let- 
ting him lie there for weeks 
and weeks but neither should
